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Keeping the vandals at bay 


Man uses ‘flower 
power’ to keep 
wall free of graffiti

W hile laws and police 
have had little suc¬ 
cess in preventing 
graffiti, Mark Henne used a lit¬ 
tle ingenuity to keep one build¬ 
ing free of graffiti. 

He calls it “flower power.” 
Henne, a contractor and own¬ 
er of AMS Contracts, was hired 
to paint over graffiti on the wall 
of Storage Solution, Inc., 460 In¬ 
dustrial Way. 

The problem is so bad that 
some of the buildings in the 
area have as many as 20 coats 
of paint, he said. 

After repeatedly painting 
over graffiti on the Storage So¬ 
lution building, Henne decided 
to try a different approach. He 
hired local artist Alma Davila 
to paint large flowers on the 
building’s north wall. 

Since the flower mural went 
up, graffiti-painters haven't 
touched the area but continue 
to paint around it. 

“1 was sick and tired of the 
graffiti,” said Henne, a Placen¬ 
tia resident. 

“You’ve got to do something. 
You can’t just keep painting 
and painting.” 

The mural, which is about 10 
feet by 30 feet, depicts tulips, an 
iris and a wildflower. 

Henne decided to paint flow¬ 
ers because he figured that 
graffiti-painters who admire art 
wouldn't deface it and macho 
graffiti-painters would not want 
their graffiti near flowers. 

So far, the mural has re¬ 
ceived a positive response from 
everyone, said Parvaneh Smith, 
manager of Storage Solution, 

Inc. 

“It couldn’t be better than 
this and I think it adds a lot to 
the building,” she said.

She often takes clients to see 
the mural. Each morning she 
goes out of her way to walk 
past it because she enjoys it so 
much, she said. 

“It’s so beautiful it’s worth 
the walk.” 

Smith hopes officials of the 
nearby Office Depot will get 
tired of painting over graffiti on 
their building and will paint 
their walls in flower murals. 

It’s also good for business be¬ 
cause graffiti gives customers a 
bad impression of the area, she 
said. 

Meanwhile, Henne has ex¬ 
panded his painting-contracting 
business into flower murals for 
a $100 each. 

“Wall-to-wall tagging makes 
me angry. Flowers don’t get 
anyone angry,” Henne said. 


Moreno wants to enlist other

She plans to tackle to the 
problem by holding meet¬ 
ings and having committee 
members get involved in re¬ 
moving graffiti. 

“I don’t want to have a lot 
of meetings where nothing 
gets done,” Moreno said.

Officials want to 
block state cuts

Placentia is joining other Or¬ 
ange County cities in the hope 
that their collective voice will be 
heard before the state goes 
ahead with proposed cutbacks 
for the coming fiscal year. 

Council members Tuesday 
unanimously approved a resolu¬ 
tion protesting cutbacks they be¬ 
lieve could devastate local gov¬ 
ernments when cities are strug¬ 
gling with the recession and last 
year’s cutbacks. 

City officials say there’s noth¬ 
ing left to cut because they al¬ 
ready are running a tight ship. 

“We have a balanced budget 
and the damn state comes in and 
says ‘We can’t balance ours, give 
us some money,’ ” said Howard 
Longballa, finance director. 

Gov. Pete Wilson’s proposal 
would mean $876,000 in cutbacks 
for Placentia in the 1993-94 fiscal 
year. During the last two years, 
Placentia has cut more than $1.5 
million because of state cutbacks 
and declining revenues. 

Longballa believes it’s likely 
the state will cut $715,000 from 
the general fund and $137,000 in 
redevelopment funds. 

“What they want to do this 
year is worse than last year,” 
said Jack Slota, assistant city ad¬ 
ministrator. 

To cope with last year’s cuts, 
the city instituted a hiring freeze, 
salary freezes for mid- and up¬ 
per-management employees, cut 
$100,000 in part-time salaries and 
two full-time positions. 

“They’re restricting our abili¬ 
ty to offer local services,” Slota

Placentia councilman gets 
late OK for video games

Being a city council member 
doesn’t guarantee an understand¬ 
ing of regulations in an adjacent 
city. 

So says Norman Eckenrode of 
Placentia. 

Better late than never, Brea 
planning commissioners unani¬ 
mously approved a request to oper¬ 
ate seven video games at a Sha- 
key’s Pizza Parlor at 330 N. Brea 
Blvd. 

The machines, however, have 
been operating for nearly seven 
years. 

The machines were installed 


when the business opened on April 
6, 1986. A city permit is required 
for more than four games. 

“I knew there was a regulation,” 
said Eckenrode. 

“I live in Placentia where the 
interpretation is different. I have 
two, free-standing non-video 
games, and they’re considered vid¬ 
eo games in Brea but not in Placen¬ 
tia.” 

Another machine, Eckenrode 
said, is a tabletop one that he didn’t 
think would be clasified as a video 
game. 

In approving the permit, com¬ 
missioners stipulated the Shakey’s 
must remain primarily a restau¬ 
rant.

Speed limits go up on Alta Vista, Van Buren 


Recent work has 
made streets safer

City Council members Tuesday 
voted 4-1 to increase the speed lim¬ 
its on sections of Alta Vista and 
Van Buren streets. 


The increases were recommend¬ 
ed by city staff members because 
recent improvements have made 
the streets safer. 

Mayor Maria Moreno dissented. 

Speed limits will be increased to 
40 mph from 35 mph on Alta Vista 
between Kraemer Boulevard and 
Rose Drive, to 40 mph from 25 mph 
on Van Buren between the north 
city limit and Orangethorpe Ave¬ 
nue and to 35 mph from 25 mph on 


Van Buren from Orchard Drive to 
Orangethorpe. 

Every five years the state re¬ 
quires the city to take radar traffic 
surveys of all its roads. Speed lim¬ 
its are determined by the average 
speeds and the number of potential 
hazards. 

Speed limits often are increased 
to avoid the establishment of speed 
traps, City Administrator Bob D’A- 
mato said. 


Resident Howard Kay opposed 
increasing the speed limit on Alta 
Vista. He said it could endanger 
pedestrians, school children and 
would be disruptive to the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

"Thirty-five is a good speed but 
you know people are gonna go 40 to 
45 mph anyway. If you set it at 40 
mph, they’ll go 45 and 50 mph,” he 
said. 

Moreno voted against the in¬

creases, saying it wasn’t safe to 
increase the speed limits after she 
talked with nearby residents and 
drove on the streets. 

In other action, council mem¬ 
bers: 

■ Approved supporting the 
Southern California Gas Co.’s posi¬ 
tion to increase federal investment 
in the research and development of 
new low-emission and high-effi¬ 
ciency natural gas technologies.

Hill top 
spender in

According to campaign dis¬ 
closure statements, Hill spent a 
total of $2,792, the bulk of it com¬ 
ing from his own pocket. 

Councilman Michael Maertz- 
weiler, who also was a planning 
commissioner, spent $2,447 on 
his successful campaign. He 
also financed most of it himself. 
Maertzweiler ousted incumbent 
Arthur Newton. 

Former councilwoman Betty 
Mead spent $1,644 of her own 
money in her losing effort and 
Councilman John Tynes spent 
$1,514 in his fifth successful 
campaign.

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Yorba Linda officials pressure district for more schools

Long-simmering discussions be¬ 
tween Yorba Linda officials and 
Placentia Yorba Unified School 
District officials about overcrowd¬ 
ed classrooms and more schools in 
the city are at the boiling point. 

The bottom lines remain fixed. 
City Council members want more 
schools. But district officials say 
more schools aren't needed and 
there's no money even if they were. 

Mayor John Gullixson turned up 
the heat Tuesday by recommend¬ 
ing a resolution opposing busing of 
students out their neighborhoods to 
empty schools in Placentia. 

The resolution, which Gullixson 
calls "hotly worded,” says any 
school district policy that em¬ 
braces the concept of busing Yorba 
Linda children as an alternative to

building neighborhood schools is 
"rejected and unacceptable." 

"We’re not going to stand for our 
students being bused out of their 
neighborhoods,” he said. 

Gullixson also opposes any dis¬ 
trict policy that precludes building 
more schools in Yorba Linda. 
Rather, Gullixson encourages the 
school district to "build all the 
needed and necessary educational 
facilities required to comply with 
(the district’s) neighborhood 
school policy.” 

But while the mayor pledges co¬ 
operation in locating and maintain¬ 
ing sites for school, his resolution 
mentions nothing on financing 
their costs. A city high school, one 
of Gullixson’s campaign goals, is 
estimated to cost $40 million to $60 
million. 

The resolution now goes before 
the full council before submission

Nine people arrived for the first 
meeting of the PWA’s etc. — A 
Place to Talk support group at a 
north Orange County location. All 
traveled from outside the area. 

The long-distance interest didn't 
surprise the Rev. Fergus Clarke of 
St. Joseph Catholic Church in Pla¬ 
centia. “I walked into a room full 
of Catholics that night. But I could 
leave my parish office door open 
all day, and those touched with 
HIV-A1DS living in this area would 
never come.” 

Clairee Tynes and Eleanor 
Brown agree with Clarke’s obser¬ 
vation. Since their sons, both grad¬ 
uates of the Placentia-Yorba Linda 
Unified School District high 
schools, died in their 30s from 
AIDS, the mothers have learned of 
many Orange County families who 
are suffering alone in their con¬ 
frontations with the deadly dis¬ 
ease. 

In late December, the women 
joined forces in a commitment to 
help alleviate pain suffered by 
families with AIDS. They devel¬ 
oped PWA’s (Persons With AIDS) 
etc. , a non-judgmental, non-sec¬ 
tarian support group for people 
with AIDS, their parents, life part¬ 
ners, spouses, children, close 
friends, caregivers, etc. 

Emotional support, education, 
resource information and referrals 
are available at twice monthly 
meetings held at a north Orange 
County location. 

To implement the program, the 
pair appointed a planning team 
that includes the Rev. David Bau¬ 
mann, Carolyn Mortenson, Lois 
Raffel, Barbara Waddell, the Rev. 
Fergus Clarke and the Rev. Frank 
Wulf. 

Gathered for the January assess¬ 
ment meeting, the members decid¬ 
ed the group needed a marketing 
plan. “We have to present this as a 
social issue, not a gay issue,” 
Clarke said. 

The County of Orange Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus Monitor¬ 
ing Report substantiates Clarke’s 
beliefs.

State enriches itself 
by raiding city coffers 


If folks in north Orange 
County are concerned about 
the state's theft of about 9 per¬ 
cent of their property taxes 
that were earmarked for use 
by their cities, they haven't 
seen anything yet. 

Plans are on the drawing 
board for an even higher reve¬ 
nue grab by the state from lo¬ 
cal cities' property-tax taxes. 
Some might even relate the 
latest “theft” proposals to 
“highway robbery.” 

State officials call their bud¬ 
get balancing attempt a reve¬ 
nue shift. “Revenue plunder” 
would be more appropriate. 

Last year, the government 
reps in Sacramento stole... 
er... transferred $1.1 billion, 
according to City Lights, a 
publication of the League of 
California Cities, Orange Coun¬ 
ty Division. City Lights said 
the next state budget includes 
shifting $2,075 billion in prop¬ 
erty taxes. 

Total loss for Orange County 
cities exceeds $44 million. Bro¬ 
ken down by north county mu¬ 
nicipalities, Anaheim would be 
the biggest loser with an esti¬ 
mated loss of $3.6 million. Oth¬ 
er estimated losses include: 

Brea, $641,328; Buena Park, 
$1.04 million; Cypress, 

$582,338; Fullerton, $2.57 mil¬ 


lion; La Habra, $1 million; La 
Palma, $265,541; Orange $2.4 
million; Placentia, $715,498; 
Villa Park, $165,064, and 
Yorba Linda, $1.13 million. The 
estimates are based on a state¬ 
wide 21.7 percent reduction in 
revenues to the cities. 

Redevelopment agencies 
throughout the state will lose 
an estimated $300 million, 
which should be applauded by 
taxpayers. The rub here is 
that the taxpayers won’t re¬ 
ceive rebates amounting to re¬ 
development losses. 

Revenue shifts so far have 
been frustrating for area city 
councils. They’d be downright 
brutal if the latest proposed 
tranfers are approved. 

The shifts also could be dis- 
asterous for municipal govern¬ 
ments. It could bring about 
changes in local government 
as we know it. 

While we’d welcome any 
changes that would reduce the 
power of government to tax — 
and regulate — might not the 
political gang in Sacramento 
be putting the tax cart before 
the horse ? Local government 
is more directly connected to 
the taxpayers it supposedly 
serves, and therefore we hope

power of government effectively 
and in fact. When we grant to some 
men the utilization of force to ac¬ 
complish a mission, and at the 
same instant we grant the same 
men the power to detrermine by 
law the nature of that mission, we 
grant unlimited power. 

"... In the end we wiil learn that 
governments do not deal in ideals 
nor in self-limitation. Government 
is force, naked and unchecked. 


Government will always use all the 
force it thinks it has to use to get 
the results it wants.” 


I believe the effect of what this 
essay tells us is unbridled growth 
of government, political corruption 
and an end to a government of, for 
and by the people. Those who serve 
in government are enriched 
through their dealings with high- 
powered special interests, while 
the people whom they are to serve, 
are enslaved. 


TAXES: State legislators on 
the move with cities’ money 
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would be more responsive to the 
people. 


Therefore, it would be more ad¬ 
vantageous for the state to falter 
than for municipal government, 
though reform is needed at all lev¬ 
els of government if California is to 


survive.

Although the Palmers were 
heavily involved in Episcopalian 
activities, they actually convert¬ 
ed to the faith when their children 
were young. 

“Our daughter Ellie was invit¬ 
ed by a school friend to visit an 
Episcopal church in Inglewood,” 
Palmer said. “She liked it so 
much, she encouraged us to vis¬ 
it.” 

Eleanor and Bill Brown, who 
live in Anaheim Hills, remain in¬ 
volved in Blessed Sacrament pro¬ 
grams. 

The Palmers also have a son, 
Jim, who attended Placentia 
schools and lives in San Luis 
Obispo, will soon retire as presi¬ 
dent of the nation’s only firm to 
install radio systems in highway 
tunnels. 


It was 1939 when the Chester 
Palmer family moved to Orange 
County, settling first in Fullerton, 
then on Chester’s parents’ walnut 
and orange ranch. 

“Placentia was a real friendly 
town,” the 85-year-old widow re¬ 
calls. “You could go downtown, 
park and sit and watch the people 
go by. That was an evening’s 
worth of entertainment.” 

She remembers working as a 
butcher in a downtown Placentia 
market during World War II 
when beef was a luxury and, tur¬ 
key parts were in abundance. 

“I’ll never forget the day one of 
the prominent ladies in town spot¬ 
ted a large beef kidney in the 
meat case. That meat could have 
made some poor family a good 
pie or stew. 

“The woman exclaimed, ‘Why,

that’s just perfect for my cat!’ I 
had to sell it to her because the 
market owner said she was such 
a good customer.” 

Palmer also worked at the tem¬ 
porary defense plant set up in 
Placentia during the war years. 
“Two years with that riveting 
machine was probably some of 
the hardest work I’ve ever done,” 
she says. 

Still voluntering, she serves as 
a dispatcher for FISH Christian 
group, helps pack food for the 
homeless at Featherly Park and 
continues her work as church his¬ 
torian. 

After completing the three-vol¬ 
ume history collection, Palmer 
found a damp-free spot to store 
her work. 

“I don’t want to find these in an 
attic again,” she says.

A I owhere is Orange 
1^^ County’s mercurial 
I ^ growth more startling 
than in the northeast section,” the 
church’s historical report reads. 
“A score of years ago, Placentia, 
Brea and Yorba Linda were vil¬ 
lages surrounded by the sights 
and scents of orange groves.” 

Doris Palmer remembers it 
well. 

And she also recalls resurrect¬ 
ing the mildewed scrapbook she 
had carefully compiled 35 years 
ago for Blessed Sacrament 
Church in Placentia, only to find 
it forgotten in a church attic. 

Since then, Palmer has faithful¬ 
ly filled three photo albums with 
the recovered newspaper clip¬ 
pings, photographs, programs 
and other mementos chronicling 
the church’s 36-year history. The 
accounts also detail many of Pla¬ 
centia’s early families who donat¬ 
ed time and land for the develop¬ 
ment of the Episcopalian church. 

The first meeting, Palmer re¬ 
counts, was held in 1956 at Doro¬ 
thy and Hilmer Lodge’s home on 
Palm Drive. On Oct. 7, 1956, char 
ter members were served Mass 
in the Lodge’s recreation room 
with Father Scully officiating. A 
collapsible altar, constructed by 
Hilmer Lodge, was carried to the 
Bagnall Ranch recreation hall for 
additional services. 

Eventually, the altar was do¬ 
nated to St. Francis Mission in 
Pauma Valley. 

By 1958, Blessed Sacrament 
parishoners had converted a 
horse barn on Clyde Daniel’s 
property into a chapel, leading to 
the satirical designation, “St. 
Barnabus.” 

Three acres of the present site 
at Morse Street near Kramer 
Bouelvard were purchased from 
Jack Crosley. 

“Everyone worked hard to get 
the church going,” Palmer says. 
“Actor Robert Young came from 
Hollywood to emcee an Episcopal 
Theatre Guild Production in 1957. 
We sold $600 worth of tickets, hit¬ 
ting every business and organiza¬ 
tion in town.” 

Palmer says more new mem¬ 
bers arrived from Garden Grove, 
Santa Ana, Brea, Yorba Linda 
and Whittier. 

Her husband, Chester, who 
served as junior warden, and 
Judge Raymond Thompson of 
Fullerton, senior warden, 
launched an architectural search 
throughout the Southland, finally 
deciding on an English design for

St. Jude Medical Center has new breast biopsy technology 


Every year, more than 500,000 
women undergo surgical breast biop¬ 
sies to determine whether suspicious 
lumps found during a mammogram 
are cancerous. 

A new technology may reduce the 


number of surgical biopsies needed 
to confirm whether a lump is malig¬ 
nant or benign.

A n encyclopedia photo¬ 
graph of Carl Jung shows 
the famed psychologist 
peering sternly into an unseen 
camera, irritated perhaps at hav¬ 
ing his work interrupted. 

The scene is not altogether un¬ 
reasonable considering the mate¬ 
rials Jung delved in — namely, 
philosophy, theology, anthropolo¬ 
gy and how to uncover the mys¬ 
teries of the mind. 

It’s a provocative stew that for 
16 years has compelled local 
teachers, housewives, analysts 
and students, who comprise the 
Orange-based C. G. Jung Club of 
Orange County, to study Jung’s 
teachings. 

“He speaks to a wider portion 
of interests in our lives and in our 
culture,” said Dr, Arman Cornell, 
an Orange psychiatrist. “Are we 
more than just what we do at 
work? What about our thoughts, 
our dreams and our imagina¬ 
tions ? What do they tell us about 
ourselves?” 

Although he has played second 
fiddle in name recognition to the 
famous Austrian physician Sig¬ 
mund Freud, Jung and his teach¬ 
ings — among them the develop¬ 
ment of analytical psychology — 
are well-respected worldwide. 

The C. G. Jung Club is a non¬ 
profit organization designed to 
promote the Swiss psychologist’s 
thinking. In contrast to technical 
training programs about Jung, 
the club is for the lay person, ac¬ 
cording to Cornell. 

“The Jung Club has a kind of 
focus that’s particular to the psy¬ 
chological, social and spiritual 
aspects of life and myths. Those 
are becoming more interesting to 
people in society for entertain¬ 
ment if nothing else." 

Like Freud, Jung stressed the 
effects of unconscious ideas on 
human behavior. The two dif¬ 
fered, however, in that Jung be¬ 
lieved people share instincts 
through a mysterious bond he 
termed the “collective uncon¬ 
scious.” 

The collective unconscious, ac¬ 
cording to Jung, includes arche¬ 
types — thought patterns that 
have developed through the cen¬ 
turies. Jung taught that arche¬ 
types enable people to react to 
situations in ways similar to their 
ancestors. 

He believed through therapy he 
could bring out the collective un¬ 
conscious in his patients, endow¬ 
ing them with the wisdom to con¬ 
quer many of their fears and 
problems. 

“Mainly, he tries to make sense 


out of our own experience,” said 
Elizabeth Strahan, one of three 
Jungian analysts in the county. 
“He integrates the personal expe¬ 
rience with all experience.” 

One of the ways Jung illustrat¬ 
ed the effect of the collective un¬ 
conscious was through mytholo¬ 
gy. His studies convinced him 
that the stories of gods and super¬ 
natural powers were deeply root¬ 
ed in the collective unconscious 
and apply to society today. 

“The myth is a way to help us 
understand ourself,” Cornell said. 
“That’s Jung’s message. And if 
we’re open to all aspects of our¬ 
selves, even the dark side, we 
can get past our problems." 

But Cornell emphasized that 
the Jung Club, which has approxi¬ 
mately 300 members and meets 
twice a month at Chapman Uni¬ 


versity, does not exist to provide 
therapy. 

He said its purpose is mainly 
educational. 

But that hasn’t stopped the club 
from generating a broad appeal. 
Cornell said the popularity is 
owed, in part, to an increased so¬ 
phistication among society, one 
that is more receptive toward ex¬ 
panding its consciousness. 

“We know now that this birth of 
consciousness is very exhilirating 
but there’s also a painful price to 
pay,” he said. “Life is not without 
difficulty and we shouldn’t expect 
it to be otherwise.” 

The words are almost directly 
from Jung, who died in 1961 and 
said there is no birth of con¬ 
sciousness without pain.

problem with my 1984 Toyota Cel- 
ica’s alternator because it was pro¬ 
ducing only 14.4 volts. A friend 
said it should produce 15 volts. I 
took the alternator to a parts shop 
and they said it was good. Are they 
right? Do different cars have dif¬ 
ferent voltage outputs? — P.T. 

ANSWER: Your alternator is 
producing a sufficient charge. 
Voltage output is regulated to 
match the wiring system’s size and 
meet the requirements of the 
motors and electrical systems in 
the vehicle. For example, Toyota 
Cressidas and Supras in the same 
model year as your car have an 
alternator with a specification of 
13.8-14.8 volts. These cars are 
loaded with more electrical equip¬ 
ment and a larger engine than 
your car and draw more amper¬ 
age I heir regulators would be set 
at a higher voltage. 


gaskets replaced on the 360 V-8 in 
my 1979 Dodge van. Now it makes 
a noise that the mechanic claims is 
a rod knock. He says the only way 
to repair the problem is to rebuild 
the engine. Is it possible that the 
way he performed the gasket job 
miglit have caused this? Is he 
exaggerating? — F.H. 

ANSWER: We can’t tell if your 
engine has a rod knock without 
looking at it. The Auto Club rec¬ 
ommends that you take the van to 
another mechanic for a second 
opinion. If the problem is a faulty 
rod, it may have been a result of 
the head gasket repair, but that 
doesn’t mean the mechanic did 
something wrong. After your 
engine’s cylinder heads were 
rebuilt and the gaskets replaced, 
your engine would have experi¬ 
enced greater renewed pressure in 
all eight cylinders. The pressure 
would have been transferred to 
the pistons and then to the con¬ 
necting rod bearings. If the rod 
bearings were old they might not 
be able to withstand the increased 
pressure. A rod knock should be 
repaired soon so additional dam¬ 
age doesn’t occur. 


Q UESTION: My daughter is 
going to college in Chicago 
this year. How should she prepare 
her ca-r for the cold cli¬ 
mate? — T.N. 


ANSWER: Many midwestern 
cities use salt to de-ice their roads 
in winter. Metal parts on a car will 
immediately begin to rust when 
exposed to salt. The Auto Club 
recommends that your daughter 
have her car undercoated to pre¬ 
vent rust. A new wax job will help 
protect the paint from road salt. 
Additionally, any motorist who 
plans to visit the snow and cold 
should consider the following rec¬ 
ommendations: 

— Have the anti-freeze checked 
and refilled if necessary. 

— Carry spare warm clothes and 
gloves. 

— Carry a large, warm blanket. 

— Carry a spare gallon of anti¬ 
freeze. 

— A can of WD-40 or liquid 
graphite will help thaw door locks 
that may freeze. 

— Carry a windshield ice scraper 
to clean your windows. 

— Buy mud-snow tires or chains 
for better traction on icy roads.

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Optimism may slow start of real recovery 


There has been much news lately 
of realtor’s optimism regarding a 
“turn-around” in the local real es¬ 
tate market. 

Stories suddenly abound of in¬ 
creased buyer traffic and of at 
least one local home that received 
not one, but two, purchase offers, 
resulting in a sale of $500 more than 
the list price. 

Today’s column is not meant to put a 
damper on any recovery which may be in 
the works. It is, instead, an effort to keep 
any improvement in perspective. I also 
hope it will keep unrealistic sellers from 
reading such stories and again flooding 
the marketplace with overpriced homes. 

Agents and brokers report a recent in¬ 
crease in buyer traffic in real estate of¬ 
fices and at open houses, just like there 
was during the first few months of last 
year and the year before. 

First-time home buyers, who promised 
themselves that 1993 would be the year in 
which they purchase a home, are keeping 
their promises and hitting the streets to 
investigate their options. 

But increased first-time buyer traffic 
does not mean a wholesale real estate 
recovery is in progress. It doesn’t even 
mean it has begun. The fact is that our 
market has been driven by first-time 
home buyers since prices started falling 
in 1989.

First-timers accounted for 49 percent 
of all California home sales last year. 
There is every indication that they will 
command a larger share of the market¬ 
place in 1993. 

As a result, the resale housing inven¬ 
tory under $200,000 has performed well 
during the last few years. It is only the 
sale of those move-up homes, priced in 
excess of $250,000, which will begin to fuel 
the real recovery. 

And we are far from a recovery in the 
move-up home category. 

Optimistic real estate agents will have 
many of us believe that an improvement 
in sales activity in first-time buyer 


homes will eventually fuel the recovery 
of the move-up market. Some of them go 
so far as to suggest that such a recovery 
is now only 90 days away and will be 
fueled by the close of first quarter es¬ 
crows. They fail to note that similar first¬ 
time buyer escrows have been closing 
throughout our market downturn and 
that a substantive recovery has not yet 
occurred. 

In past local market downturns, in¬ 
creasing first-time buyer activity has al¬ 
ways resulted in a market-wide recov¬ 
ery. But this market correction has been 
far different from past downturns. Seller 
motivation has been the key to sales suc¬ 
cess in the current market. Buyer moti¬ 
vation has remained relatively flat. 

Compare this fact to the downturn of 
1980-82. Buyers remained extremely mo¬ 
tivated to purchase — even in the face of 
mortgage interest rates at or near 18 per¬ 
cent. All a motivated seller had to do was 
to finance the sale and a motivated buyer 
would appear. 

But with interest rates at their lowest 
point in recent memory, and with mort¬ 
gage money plentiful, a seller can dem¬ 
onstrate his or her motivation in only one 
way — by being truly competitive with 
the list price. Otherwise the purchase of¬ 
fer doesn’t materialize. 

In many cases, successful sellers 


aren’t motivated because they plan to 
move up locally. More often than not, 
they are involved in a job transfer, are 
facing foreclosure, or they are moving 
out of the area for better employment 
and lifestyle prospects. 

The result is that equities that should 
be moving up in the marketplace are in¬ 
stead moving out of the marketplace. 
And while some sellers are seeing suc¬ 
cess, most others are not. 

My greatest fear, and the fear of most 
local analysts, is that recently decreas¬ 
ing inventories will once again start to 
increase as a result of realtors' opti¬ 
mism. Such an occurrence will only serve 
to slow the start of the real recovery, 
which most experts agree hasn’t yet be¬ 
gun. 

So when will the real local recovery 
start? What are the elements by which it 
will be fueled? How strong will it be and 
how long will it last? I’ll answer these 
questions and provide the facts to support 
my answers in next week’s column.

The old woman who told 
the mysterious tale could not recall 
the name of the daughter, or by what 
given name Mr. Yorba went by.
